A Federally Recognized Californian Indian Tribe seeking the approval of a gaming compact from the State of
California Governor’s Office must determine if the development of a gaming facility on land held in Trust by the
Federal Government would adversely affect the off-Reservation environment. Typically, during the Compact
negotiation process, the Tribe prepares a Tribal Environmental Impact Report (TEIR), which analyzes the potential
off-Reservation impacts according to significance criteria similar to the California Environmental Quality Act (i.e. a
CEQA-like TEIR). The Los Coyotes Band of Cahuilla and Cupeno Indians (Tribe) have opted to develop this
checklist to supplement and expand on the EIS and to meet the TEIR requirements of the State compact process.
